Plan To Rotate Ships 


Thus at a previous time of 


crisis in Turkey, the battleship 
Missouri was used to return the 
body of a long dead ambassador. 
Then the carrier FDR was sent on 
a tour of the Mediterranean in 
time to call at a Greek port on 
election eve. And the presence of 
a United States ship aided Byrnes' 
insistence at Paris on a Trieste 
settlement not to Yugoslavia's 
liking. 


The Forrestal statement today 


said that at present this country 
has in European waters, mostly in 
the Mediterranean, a division of 
cruisers, a squadron of destroyers, 
and the necessary sustaining ves- 
sels of auixiliary types. 


Of aircraft carriers. Forrestal 


said a succession of these major 
ships would be nssigned on tem- 
porary duty to give ships station- 
ed there training- in carrier task 
group operations and to give fleet 
aviator? equal opportunity to visit 
foreign countries.

their cue from Georing. most of 
them declaring- that in the sense 
of the indictment they were not 
guilty. 


Hess dropped the trial's first 


bombshell when he calmly an- 
nounced Nov. 30. "My memory is 
again in order. The reasons I sim- 
ulated loss of memory were tacti- 
cal, in fact it is only that my 
capacity 
for 
concentration 
is 


slightly reduced." Hess made his 
dramatic statement after a long, ! 
sometimes heated discussion on an 
application by his defense coun- 
cil. Dr. Rohrscheidet, that the case 
against him be dropped because 
he was mentally unfit to defend 
himself. 


As each country in turn took up 


its part of the indictment, evi- 
dence was introduced to make the 
shock-proof world shudder anew. 
It destroyed the "I didn't know 
anything about these things until 
I came here" defense plans of most 
of the defendants. 


• The Czech Dr. Blpha told of new 
atrocities in the Dachau concen- 
tration camp, and testified that 
both Funk and Frick had visited 
there. Witnesses testified the gen- 
eral staff and high command knew 
of the mass exterminations in the 
east 


• Movies were shown — extracts 
from German films showing- con- 
centration camp conditions, mass 
'murders and beatings. Charts tak- 
en from nazi files showed how 
tightly integrated were the nazi 
organization. 


Letters, orders, memorandums 


—all signed and carefully filed 
away—were brought into .court. 


Goering Pleads Innocence 


On July 30, after nine months 


of tedious and often dull hear- 
ings, the trials against the in- 
dividuals came to an end and the 
hearings on the criminality of the 
seven indicted nazi organizations 
began. 


For one month the 
tribunal 


heard evidence presented for and 
against the SS, SD, SA, Gestapo, 
Political Leadership corps, gener- 
al staff and high command and 
the Reich cabinet. 


Then, on Saturday morning, 


Aug. 31, the defendants made their 
final statement. 
In a. crowded 


courtroom Goering rose to his feet 
to declare he did not feel himself 
guilty, that he had tried to avert 
war by negotiations, that 
even' 


though he was Germany's No. 2 
man, he could not know every- 
thing that took place in Gel-many, 
but that, nevertheless, he stood 
back of "everything 1 have done." 


Hess made a rambling twenty- 


minute speech 
devoted mainlj' 


to the "strange glassy eyes with 
the dreamy cast of the men who 
had surrounded him" during his 
interment in England. Baldur von 
Schirach pleaded for the youth 
of Germany which he led as di- 
rector of the Hitler Jugend. 


One by one they stood before 


the portable microphone and made 
their protestations of innocence. 
Many of them plea'ded that re- 
gardless of what happened to them 
as individuals that the people of 
Germany be spared and given a 
chance to rebuild the country. 


Trial Hard on Defendants 


* At the conclusion Justce Law- 
rence thanked the prosecution and 
defense staffs and announced a 
recess until Sept. 23. (A date later 
postponed one week because of 
the mass of work involved in 
writing the lengthy opinions). 


The trial has not been ea%y on 


the defendants. They became sub- 
dued and seemed to shrink into 
themselves both physically and 
mentally. 


Ribbentrop, cnce the dapper 


foreign minister, now is an old 
and haggard man Von Papen, the 
top hat diplomat, has aged too, 
and during the last weeks of the 
trial sat staring into space as if 
either unaware he was on trial 
for his life. 


Goering, 
who has 
been 
the 


"boss"-of the defendants since the 
trials opened, jstole the other de- 
fendants notes and sometimes 
drew a grin or laugh with a 
behlnd-the-hand remark to those 
sitting near him, but his attempts 
at humor grew more and more in- 
frequent. 


They have felt the strain of the 


trials and the humiliation of be- 
ing held up to the world as com- 
mon murderers and thieves.

Lear Fates Tomorrow 


The defendants will learn their 


individual fates tomorrow. 


Final verdicts 
and 
sentences 


_will be delivered tomorrow, when 
the tribunal concludes the read- 
ing of its 100.000-word judgment 
on the evidence presented by pros- 
ecutors for Britain, France, Rus- 
sia and the United States since 
the trial began on Xov. 20, 1915. 


Aggresive War a Crime 


The tribunal described as "quite 


overwhelming" the evidence ad- 
duced on the four main counts in 
the indictment, and while naming 
no names in the early stages, 
ruled that aggresive war is a 
crime, that conspiracies existed 
to wage aggresive war, and that 
war crimes and crimes against 
humanity had been committed. 


It acquitted the German general 


staff and high command, the S. A. 
(Brownshirts) and the Reich cab- 
inet of charges that they were 
criminal organizations, but "cer- 
tain groups" of the Leadership 
Corps, the SS (Elite Guard), the 
SD ( a department which oper- 
ated a spy system) and the Ges- 
tapo 
were 
convicted 
on 
that 


charge. 
•.;•; 


Goering Concedes Fate 


Before the reading of the judg- 


ment was an hour and a half un- 
der way, Hermann Goering, onde 
the No. 2 Nazi, virtually conceded 
that he was on the way to the 
gallows by telling defense law- 
yers: 


"I did not expect 
that 
they 


would go through all this to kill 
us." 


Most of the defendants appeared 


reconciled to the belief they would 
be condemned to death. 


The tribunal rejected flatly the 


plea of some of the defendants 
that their acts had been commit- 
ted under orders 
from 
Adolph 


Hitler. 


"Hitler could not make aggres- 


sive war by himself: he had to 
have the cooperation of German 
military leaders, diplomats, and 
business," 
the 
judgment 
said. 


"With the knowledge of his aims, 
they gave their cooperation^ and 
made' themselves party to the plan 
he had 'initiated. That they were 
assigned to • their tasks by a dic- 
tator does not absolve them from 
their responsibility for their acts." 


Hermann Goering and his' '20 


colleagues (Martin . Bormann was 
tried in absentia) sat grim and 
silent as the court unfolded the 
long opinion, which is to be cli- 
maxed tomorrow by formal judg- 
ments against the surviving lead- 
ers of the nazi regime and the 
sentencing. 


Despite its acquittal 
of 
the 


three nazi organizations, the tri- 
bunal warned that members of 
those groups still could be prose- 
cuted for individual war crimes 
and" 
"added 
that 
the 
evidence 


against some members of the high 
command and general staff was 


\ "clear and convincing." 


Controversial Point 


Prosecution of the high com- 


mand had been one of the most 
controversial points in the indict- 
ment. 


A packed courtroom 
watched 


the defendants file in singly. Most 
of them were smiling* when they 
entered, but soon lost their grins 
as 
Lord 
Justice Sir 
Geoffrey 


Lawrence of Great Britain, presi- 
dent of the tribunal, began read- 
ing the judgment. 


Close to 100,000 'swords in th-3 


judgment was expected 'to occupy 
the court well into tomorrow, af- 
ter which the defendants will be 
called in one by one to hear fate.

In dealing with defense conten-

examined is the belief that Ger- 
many's position would be so good 
and Germany's might so over- 
whelming that the territory de- 
sired could be obtained without 
fighting for it x x x If any doubts 
had existed in the minds of any 
of his hearers in Novemoer. 1937, 
after March, 1939. there could no 
longer be any question that Hitler 
was in deadly earnest in his de- 
cision to resort to war."

U. S. S. R. established relations 
on the basis ot an admission that 
Russia, up to that time, had in- 
terfered in the internal affair ot 
this nation. The communist party 
here had operated that conspiracy. 
If the testimony of former mem- 
bers of the party, including Ben- 
jamin Gitlow, who had been ifiarl 
Browder's prececessor as chief 
conspirator, were insufficient to 
prove the case, the formal admis- 
sion of the Russian 
government 


that it was all true quiets the 
last 
doubt. That admission is 


found in the Russian government's 
solemn but worthless, pledge to 
stop it. 


Nevertheless, m August, 1935, 


the State department had to pro- 
test to Russia against the activi- 
ties involving interference in the 
internal atfairs of 
the 
United 


States, which took place in Rus- 
sia in connection with the seventh 
ail-world congress of the Com- 
munist International." 


"In view of the plain language 


of the pledges," contained in the 
agreement of recognition, "it is 
not possible for the Soviet govern- 
ment to disclaim its obligation to 
prevent activities in its territory 
directed toward overthrowing the 
political or social order of the 
United States." Mr. Hull wrote. 
And, he pointed 
out, Russia 


couldn't disown responsibility "for 
its authority within its territorial 
limits is supreme and its power 
to control the acts and utterances 
of organizations and individuals 
within those limits is absolute." 


Never terminated but, at best, 


suspended, these treacheries were 
resumed during the Hitler-Stalin 
war in which Hitler divided Po- 
land with Stalin and gave Russia 
the Baltic republics.

That brief but 
ruthless conquest of a small neigh- 
bor was a warning .for the Unit- 
ed States of the ugly natuie of the 
Soviet brute. Stalin selected Otto 
Kuusinen, 
a notorious Finnish 


traitor, foimally denounced by 
the Finnish foreign minister as
